Year  of  Progress 


The  Board  of  Directors  is  increasingly  aware  of  the  vast 
extent  of  services  now  available  to  blind  people  throughout 
the  metropolitan  area  and  recognizes  the  tremendous  re- 
sponsibility in  administering  the  funds  entrusted  to  us  y 
generous  public.  Agencies,  both  domestic  and  foreign,  have 
come  to  look  at  The  Lighthouse  as  a guide  in  pioneering  pro- 
grams for  blind  people. 

All  departments  have  endeavored  to  achieve  more  personal- 
ized services  for  blind  persons.  In  Social  Services  two  new 
divisions,  Intake  and  Medical  Services,  were  established  to 
facilitate  better  evaluation  of  each  person  and  thereby  refer 
him  to  the  specific  service  he  requires  for  the  attainment  of 

his  goal. 

Low  Vision  Services  published  a new  Catalogue  of  Optical 
Aids  which  was  warmly  accepted  by  the  entire  field.  The 
training  program  in  our  clinic  for  resident  ophthalmologists 
of  two* leading  hospitals  in  the  City  was  perfected.  This  is  a 
means  of  educating  these  physicians  about  Low  Vision  Serv- 
ices, and  also  a means  of  benefitting  countless  others  in 
future  years  through  experience  gained  here.  Low  Vision 
testing  materials,  such  as  picture  flash  cards  for  testing  dis- 
tance vision  for  children  and  illiterates,  and  near  vision  test 
cards  for  children  and  adults,  together  with  a Worker’s 
Guide  to  Characteristics  of  Partial  Sight,  were  developed  for 


use  of  all  professionals  and  non-professionals  in  this  and 
allied  fields. 

This  was  the  first  year  under  the  four-stage  program  for 
Rehabilitation  and  Vocational  Services.  Blind  persons  were 
given  the  opportunity  to  participate  singularly  in  or  progres- 
sively through  each  phase  of  service.  We  were  also  able  to 
provide  meaningful  curricula  for  the  clients  and  staff  and 
strengthen  areas  of  instruction  in  communications,  personal 
management,  and  mobility. 

Highlighting  the  year  in  our  Children  and  Adolescent  Serv- 
ices was  the  survey  of  584  enrolled  children  to  determine 
the  number,  type  and  needs  of  each  child;  and  the  establish- 
ment of  a preschool  center  for  newborn  and  young  children 
up  to  the  age  of  three.  This  center  provides  a unique  service 
to  evaluate  and  determine  the  prognosis  of  these  youngsters 
with  their  parents  and  plan  a more  realistic  future  program 
for  them. 


In  Recreation,  a program  of  creative  camping  experiences 
was  most  successfully  initiated.  An  Adult  Education  in  Recre- 
ation Program  for  blind  persons  and  sighted  companions  at 
The  Lighthouse  is  a first-of-its-kind  and  an  answer  to  the 
educational  needs  of  blind  persons  throughout  our  City. 

Our  Queens  Lighthouse,  celebrating  its  tenth  anniversary 
as  a center  for  services  to  the  greatest  number  of  blind  people 
in  that  populous  borough,  is  lending  inspiration  to  our  entire 
Lighthouse  program. 

Our  Westchester  Lighthouse  continued  its  fine  program  for 
over  1,200  blind  people  and  is  recognized  by  the  Westchester 
Council  of  Social  Agencies  and  the  Westchester  Medical  So- 
ciety as  the  official  agency  for  services  to  blind  persons  in 
Westchester. 


Lighthouse  Industries  paid  more  than  $500,000  in  wages 
to  blind  persons  and  still  managed  to  show  a small  profit  in 
its  operations  without  any  reduction  in  the  number  of  blind 
persons  on  the  payroll  or  any  work  layoffs. 

Our  Public  Interest  Department  used  all  resources  of  com- 
munications to  educate  the  public  about  blindness  and  pro- 
mote better  understanding  of  the  services  provided  for  the 
blind  people  of  our  City. 

I cannot  close  without  expressing  my  heartfelt  thanks  to 
a 1 who  have  supported  us,  our  devoted  volunteers  and  our 
staff,  under  the  direction  of  Wesley  D.  Sprague,  our  Execu- 
lve  irector,  whose  efforts  have  helped  us  to  attain  an  even 
g er  qua  ity  of  services  for  blind  persons  than  ever  before.
